ABOUT this time of the year 
most people are thinliinp about 
coal, anil, incidentally, the 
price of it; but I wondei- how many 
of us know the variety of tliingf pro- 
duced from tiiese pearls of shiiiins 
blackness, and have ever thouEht of 
the lessons they teach us. 

The atlvertisements remind us con- 
tinually that coal generates heat, and 




occasionally we remember that gas is 
another of its contributions to human 
comfort. 

But you may be surprised to know 
that we RCt from coal qu:te a lot nf 
other things that we could .scarcely 
do without. For in.stanco, a grcut 
many perfumes are obta.ncd from it, 
such as cinnamon, bitter almonds, 
tuicen of th? meadows, clove, wiuter- 
groen, aniji?, camphor, thymol, and 
lioliotropinc. 

Some of these you will at onee 
rccog-nize, are used for flavoring. Is 
it not wonderful that such a variety 
, of beautiful scents and fla\'orings 
can be .secured fiom such a dirty 
looking sub.stunee as coal ? 

But we have not nearly finished 
extractinf? wanders from our little 



black friend. The next time you see 
a picture ablaze with delicate colors, 
and filling you with admiration, just 
remind yourself that coal provides us 
witli the means for producing over 
four hundred colors and shades of 
■ color, the chief of which are saffron, 
violet, blue and indigo. 

Coal has contributed to the medi- 
cal world salicylic acid, naphthol, 
phenol and antipyrine, nearly all of 
which liave now become invaluable 
to doctors and for use in hospitals. 

BcDzine and naphtholino arc used 
for destroying annoying and destruc- 
tive insects. There aj-e also found in 
it ammoniacal salts, useful as fer- 
tilizers, tannin, saccharine (a substi- 
tute for sugar), the flavor of cur- 
rants, raspberry, and pepper. 

Photographers could not get on 
very well without the pj^'ogallic aeid 
and hydroquinine with which coal ha.«i 
to supply them, whilst tor, resin, 
asphaltum, luijricating oils, and var- 
nish come from the same source. 

Then think of the engines in all , 
parts of the world drawing their 
heavy trains, the great liners plough- 
ing the ocean and many other bene- 
fits that space will not allow me to 
enlarge upon. 

Unfortunately, agents possessed 
fl'ith the war spirit of the last few 
years, discovered at least two ver\' 
powerful explosives in coal called 
d'nitrobenzine or bellite, and pi- 
ti'atcs, both of which contr.butcd 
largely to the destruction of life .and 
propert.\- in the Great War, 

So you see that coal is capable of 
producing that which benefits, beau- 
tifies, feeds, destroys, and wounds; 
each production being dependent upon 
certain treatment. 

Men and women have a similar 
capacity. We con make this world 
happy, heal the wounds and sorro\\'3 
of those about us, cleanse and purify 
by clean and holy living, feed hungry 
souls with the Bread of Life, beau- 
tify the ugly places of the earth fay 
kindness and simplicity, shed abroad 
fragrance beyond the power of per- 



fumes rare, by being humble in spirit 
and contrite in heart. We can live 
to benefit mankind and to bring light 
into tlie dark places of the earth. 

On fhe other hand we av.? etjually 
capable of wounding friends an(l des- 
troying the happiness of those about 
us by thoughtless words and deeds, 
for — 

Evil Is wrought (or want of tkiouaht. 

As well as want of heart. 

Selfishness ean spoil tlie beauty 
and happ.ness of the home; it can be- 
come an explosive which will shatter 
hopes and destroy the usefulne.ss of 
lives. 

A deceitful, mean spirit will starve 
the people around us, and love will 
die, leaving us the lonely victim of 
our own remorse. 




Resolve to be productive of the 
best and most useful things, and so 
leave to mankind a heritage fragrant 
and sweet.

■WJiiist The Army cannot claim all tlic credit 
ior this great work, yet, looking Uacl; fi-oni the 
vaatttge point of 1927, we can rejoice that our 
o'rEOi'ization has played an Important part in 
carrying the Gospel to the natives. 

It is amongst the Coast Tribes of British Colum- 
bia nnd Alaska that The Army haa won its most 
noteworthy victories, and a splendid host of uni- 
formed Native Salvationists now marches beneath 
cnr Fliig in these nortliern regions. 

On the banks ot the Siiceiia, In Nortlicni Drit- 
isli Cohinibia, stands tho village of Glen Vowell— 
rn eiuirely Salvation Army settlement, with Its 
Citadel and Day School, and resident Ollicerg in 
cliarge of the work. The Indians living here are 
ot the Gitshlan Tribe. 

Further down the river live the Tsimpseans, 
and The Army has many Corps esCablished in their 
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lotem poles before a Chiefs house in Wrangell 

villages, nnder the command of Native Field- 
Captains, Envoys or Sergcant-Majors. 

An Envoy's Story 

One ot these Envoys who carried on a splendid 
worh amongst his people for many yearsf, before

preach the Gospel to my 
parents, si-'sters, brothers 
and friends first.

Father and 
mother, three sisters, one 
brother and brother-in-law 
all converted to God," 

The Mr. Duncan referred 
to wa-s the noble mission- 
ary v.'hose name is a house- 
hold word among t h e. 
Tslnipscans, and whose en- 
during - monument is a 
Christian community at 
Metlakatla, Alaska. 

When Mr. Duncan first 
i.vcnt among these people, 
in 1S57, they were savage 
barbarians, praelising many 
cruel heathen cnstoms, 
steeped in superslition, and 
often engaged in tribal 
warfare. 

I visited Metlakatla last year, and was greatly 
impressed with what I saw. Here is a cultured, 
courteous and Cluistian people, living in a remote 
corner ot tlie earth, with not a trace about them 
of hcalheni-sm or savagery. It Is the new gener- 
alion which has grown up under Christian teach- 
ing, a living monumenl to the power ot the Gospel 
to transform and uplift a whole people. 

Congress at Hoonah 

It ivas my privileee to attend a Native Con- 
gress at Hoonah, an Indian village in Chicago 
Island, last Fall, Here w-ere assembled hundreds 
ot nutive.s from the islands of South East .\la.ska, 
who had come to the gathering place in tbclr gas- 
boats, They were of the T.-ihiipsean. Thlinget, and 
Hyder Tribes, no longer at enmity wiili one an- 
other, but united in the love of God and the sei-- 
vice o[ Tlie Salvation Army, 

Never will T fort,-et the impressive processions 
ot delegatoH through the village street — a plank 
ivalk only about twenty feet wide — an they sang 
again and again one ot their native ch()i'Ui:-e;;, whicii 
constituted a splendid im-Itation to the people of 
the village to come and sliare in Cnnf^ress bless- 
ings. Loud and clear it rang out, a true expression 
of the desire of the converted natives tor their 
brothers still in dai-hness: 

"Come, brottier.';. go witti us. 
Where the le.ives never fade. 
We shnll meet our loved ores ttiere 
On that glorious, shining shore." 
There wa.s much native oratoiy at the Con- 
gro .s, hut as 1 had to have what was .said translated 
to me. I only gathered bits here and there. Here 
1 sample of ijie style in whle.li the native appeals 
to his fellows, using laiuiliar oh.iects (o make com- 
pailsons: "When the white men fii'.st came (.-J 
Ahska, they put marlw on tho rocks to guide ihe 
cai tains ot the boats. Some ca])taius, they very 
caietnl, get back safely, others,, very carcleis, 
thov go smash on rocks. Then tlie Government put 
li(-hthouHes and bell buoys alonp: channels to make 
them safer. The Salvation Army come up here to 
I 1 lighthouse t" tiie natives. It keep ns off the 
l:r,, for v/e irui now see ihe Light of Salvation." 

A Native Prayer Meeting 

A native Prayer meeting impresses one with 
the reverence of the people, and their great zeal 
in seeking to extend God's Kingdom. After several 
songs have been sung, and the Word ot God read 
and explained, the comrades whose duty ii is to 
lead the Prayer meeting, all gather in front oC the 
pcnitent-torm, and commence singing a chorus. 
This, Is sung perhaps a do/.cii times, then down the 
Liidle they go, holding oiit their bands to [he peo* 
pie, inviting them (o seek Jesu.s. nnd singing all 
(he while. Those who are saved stand to their 
feet, and turn towards the singers. Tlie unsaved 
are thus easily Indicaled, and round iliL".^e gather 
the earnest fishers, pleading and praying with them 
to come over on the Lord'.s side. Boon there is a 
yielding, and very solemnly and reverently the 
penitents are led forward to the merey-seat. the 
fianie chorus still being sung. Over and over they 
aing It, perhaps (llty times, till the words seem to 
take hold of the sinners and haekalider,';, and a 
regular process,ion to the merey^eat sets lu. 

They are earnestly dealt with by the penitent- 
form workers, and then asked to pray for them- 
selves. With cries and oftentimes sobs, they pour 
out their confessions to God, and call on Him (or 
pardon and power, 

"when nli have received assurance of God's 
favor, they are asked to sit up and then oommenccs 
the Testimony meeting. This usually takes much 
time, as most are anxious to apeak at leugth about 
their experiences.

Their simple faith, their child-like spirit, their 
wliole-heaned ^surrender to God's will, their zeal in 
seeking the Salvation of others, arc a delight to 
behold. Thev make spleniild Salvationists, and 
are eager lo learn how to do things iu the proper 
Ai-iny wav. Truly the prediction ot the writer of 
tho book we mention at the beginning of this article 
has been fullllled In a large measure among these

The moat 
serious attention was given to the 
General's heart-gripping appeal to 
tlie young men and women present 
to dedicate their lives to wider anil 
fullor service under the Blood-and- 
Fire Flag. Among the fifty who 
came forward were se\eral volun- 
teers for Officership, 

The town of Tainwoith wa.s readi- 
ed to schetlule, and in the presence 
of a large crowd of townsfolk and a 
full muster of the local Band and 
Corps the General was accorded a 
very hearty reception by Councillor 
Leedham, the Mayor-elect. His reply 
was couched in terms of thanksgiv- 
ing to God for His abounding mercy. 

Staff-Captain Wycliffe Booth esti- 
mated that there were 2,500 people 
awaiting the General on the Market 
Place at Burton-on -Trent, and this 
may be taken as a moderate compu- 
tation. It was unbeaten for hearti- 
ness and warmth at any point of the 
campaign. The General was not per- 
mitted to pass without a civic recep- 
tio'n, and His Worship the Mayor 
(Councillor A. Elliot, J. P.), together 
with the Mayoress and other leading 
citizens, were most sincere and 
hearty in their greetings. As thn 
cars moved out, and long lines of 
enthusiastic citizens greeted the 
General on his way, the waving was 
not one whit tlie Icis hearty becaii.se 
the General had had the courage to 
express himself clearly on the drink 
(juestion. 

Warm-Hearted Resolytloit 

At Eipley the General got another 
hearty welcome. A particularly 
warm -hearted resolution was read, in 
which high praise was accorded to 
The Army's world-wide operations 
and hearty thanks were expressed 
for the General's visit. This was a 
thoroughly English scene, with the 
old church tower and its flag domin- 
ating the Market Place. How intent- 
ly that large and eager crowd drank 



in the words which fell from the 
General's lips! 

The sun had set when the last 
phase of the campaign was entered 
upon. Many comvadef. had jiiaved 
that the General might hive 
"journeying mercies," and the 
prayers were abundantly answered. 
I'.'ie lights of Sutton-in-Ashfictd were 
no sooner seen than tlie strains of 
"I believe we shall win" could be 
heard, and in an astonishing short 
space of time the General was among 
.some thirteen hundred people in the 
densely-crowded Queen's Palace, 
v.'hcre a number of Counciilora were 
in the balcony sharing the bappinesi; 
of the occasion. 

A Glorious Prayer Meeting 

There was a lot of "bayonet wnrk" 
in the Prayer meeting, and so active 
were the "fishers to fish" that we 
fear the record of the catch was left 
somewhat in doubt. .Suffice it to say 
that it was a glorious Prayer meet- 
ing fought to a finish, in which, so 
far as is known, about a score of 
notewoi'thy penitents came lo the 
mercy-seat, some of them particular- 
ly striking cases, as, for example, a 
weil-sct-up, grey-bearded, and icso- 
lutc-looki-ng man who was helped 
weeping to the penitent-form. This 
capture had been con\'evted for up. 
wartls of fifty years and he having' 
neglected to pray, had found the 
odds too great against him and had 
fallen froi'ii grace. There was also 
the ca.se of the unhappj- man who 
has to face the prospect of going lo 
prison in two weeks' time. 

Summed up, this, the General's 
latp.st- campaign, "snatched," bO to 
speak, from amid the pressure of 
weighty cares and burdens, has been 
in an outstanding sense inspiring 
and wholesome in its influence, es- 
pecially upon Salvationists. — Wm. 
Nicholson, Lt,-Colonel.

IT HAS been suggestecl tlint there 
is a touch of vanity in all nuraan 
beings; we liko to think th:it we do 
our worlt only from the highest and 
ptivest motives, whereas often we 
have a mixture of motives. _ Aniiy 
Bantismansliip mean.s many things to 
me, some moi^ ]ni])oi'tant than 
otliers, but I shall trv to touch on 
all. 

I mention fh-st what, for want of 
a better name, 1 have termed the 
atmosphere of a Band — the idea of 
helonging to a Band at all, the uni- 
forni, the marching, and so on. I 
■was only fourteen wlicn, during the 
War, I first came into an Army 
Band, and the above-mentioned 
things were, perhaps, the chief at- 
traction then. You c.mnot put an 
old head on young shoulders, and 
you cannot perhaps expect every boy 
to be interested only in soiil-savinpr. 

Then there is the music of the 
Band. Mtisic, itroadly speakJnfr. 
teems to be the universal form of 
art; poetry and painting have their 
special devotee.';, but music appeal.^; 
to nearly all. What wonderful emo- 
tions music stirs within us which we 
cannot, even if we desired, express 
in -words, but which make us deter- 
mined to strive after the highest 
things. Army music especially ap- 
peals to me because it is religious. 

Something Which Gets Home 

Think of the .^^ongs ^ye jtlay and 
sing; judged by an ab.solute standard 
the music may not ttlways be of the 
very best, and the words are some- 
time.<i far from making good poetry, 
but there is .=ometbing in the combina- 
tion of words and music which gets 
right home to us — -which "finds" us, 
I suppose it in because we are play- 
ing and singing about the things 
-' t t ■ t u 
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late Christmas-eve, or very, very 
early Christmas morning — I can 
smell those suppers even now! 

Another thing which appeal.-; ver% 
much to ine is the comradeship of 
aii Army Band; it means something, 
yea much, to mi;; often with a num- 
ber of men living decent lives, and 
engaged in a common service foi 
humanity. What a gi-eat deal I could 
say about the spirit of an Army 
Band; but then I come from Plum- 
stead and need say no more, I liave 
proved also that it does not take 
long for an Amiy Bandsman to make 
himself at home in another Band. 

Direct Contact 

Most important of all are the 
opportunities which the Band givet. 
for other service than that of actual 
playing. How many of us were first 
led to pray or speak in public be- 
cause we belong to the Band! What 
a fine thing is our Open-air work, 
enabling us to take music, and not 
only music but the mossase of hope, 
to the poorest of the poor, I like 
Open-air work because it gives us 
direct contact with the people, too 
few of whom can br? induee<l to entei 
our Halls, and I think that 1 would 
sooner lead an Open-air niceting 
Ihan do any other Salvation Arnn 
service. 

I iiope we shall all realize moie 
than ever not only the pri^■ilegc ijut 
the responsibilities of Army Bands- 
mansliip. "We will roll the Old 
Chai'iot along," and the Bardsmen 
"won't drag on behind!"

Dr. Cluny MacPhcrson took occa- 
sion to apeak in eulogistic terms of 
the nursing stall' of the institution, 
and coniplinieiited Staff - Captain 
Fagner, the Matron, on lier devotion 
to her duties, and her able and un- 
ceasing cooperation with the mem- 
bers ot the Mcdieal and Surgical 
Staff in all phases ot their iio.spltul 
work.

In expressing her thanks for this 
recognition of her efforts. Staff-Cap- 
tain Fagner acknowledged the 
tltouglitfulness and the courtesy of 
the doctors anil surgeons as.sociatcd 
with the Hospital, and described the 
debt owed them by the Institution. 
She had also received inestimable 
assistance from the members of the 
Ladles' -Auxiliary, as well as hosts of 
friends throughout the city and the 
country generally.
